The atoiimer Sir James Douglas airivod 
lioro on Sunday from tho break in the 
cable botvrooii Fidalgo and Lopez Islands 
«nd will return to-daj-, haviiij,' taken on 
board ii supply of now cable to complete 
tho necessary repairs. On tho 15th inst. 
the steam launch Saranao, wnich had 
been engaged to carry diapatchos across 
tlic break, was sent back to Port Town- 
send, and Afr. Ploaco, tlio operator, then 
joined tho repairing party on board tho 
bouglaa. The cable between the two 
ialands was picked up on tlie 10th inst. 
and it was found that two breaks had 
been caused by the action of tho tide. 
About four and a-half miles of tho cable 
was in fair condition but tho other mile 
and a-half was worn out and will liave to 
be roplacod by new material. The cable 
was taken to Ho o Shoo Bay, San Juan 
Island, where a repairing party, uiidur 
Mr. E. B. McMicking, got to work iit it. 
The Bouglas will return to tho break this 
afternoon and it is expected that with 
favorable weatlier telegraiihic communica- 
tion will bo rc-e.stabliHhcd by tn-morrow 
night. Tho land lines from L:i Conner, 
W.T., .south, have been prostrated since 
tho Slat ult. and a strong gang of men hn.s 
been constantly employed since that date 
oiulcavoring to effect repairs.

— A violent shock 
of earthquake is reporteil. in Salvador 
and nmeii daniDgo is feared in the in- 
terior. 1 n La Libertas, on the night 
of the Isl inst., the earth seemed liter- 
ally to be dancing. .Persons in the 
streets were thrown down and many 
Iniildings sufl'ered. Tt was generally 
aiiprehendcd that San Salvador had 
been leveled to the ground. All who 
could leave tho capital had done so. 
Many business men ke[)t their animals 
saddled preparcil for fliglit. Tho lake 
of llopango was in motion like a boil- 
ing cauldron, emitting a di nsn sulphur- 
ous vtipor. Industries of all sorts are 
suspended)) tbe ^'terrified inhabitants 
being only coiicerned'about their safety. 
The goveruinent has used every means 
in its power to calm the populace, and 
has furnished facilities for travel and 
ample jnotcction against lawlessness 
anil roblierics. 

TIIG SOUTH AMERICA. WAR. 

It is generally believed in Panama 
that Callao has been blockaded by 
Chilean war vessels. 

Tho Peruvian army has been divided 
into threo corps, tho south, center and 
north. 

Iso confidence is reposed in the 
Bolivians, although Campiras is- said 
to b^ operatii>g against the Chileans 
on tlie lino of ' the Loa. 

President Pierola litis issued a pro- 
visional communication. He an- 
nounces his devotion to the church and 
guarantees a free press; but obliges 
editors to affix their names to their 
articles. For failure to comply with 
the order six of tho leading Lima 
editors were arrested ami confined in 
prison. 

A revolt of negroes in the department 
of Chincha.was followed by some horrible 
butcheries excited by a report maliciously 
circulated that tho haciendas iv.as about to 
cstalilish slavery. lufty or sixty armed 
themselves, broke into several haciendas 
and murdered tho proprietors and some 
principal employes, sacking and burn- 
ing tho promises and breaking up tho 
machinery. They wort) partially dis- 
persed by the prefect of Yea, who 
killed four of their number. Tho band 
was increased from other sugar districts 
to numbers variously statetl at three, four 
and six hundred. These twice attacked 
the town of Chincha and wero repulsed 
by the people in killed and cajjlured. A 
report that the bandits would attack 
Pisco, sent the women and children on 
board ships in tho harbor, and tho troops 
marched next day to meet tho band.
